Senator Pavo 
ter opened this phase of the session 
but it was not till Senator P om eienf 
took up

sp ark s began to fly. 
T hen after the senator had brought 
out a series of ” 1 don't know ” to ques 
Hone as to w hether variouc tru sts had 
contributed, he asked w hether the so 
called ‘‘coal tru s t” had

Roosevelt, who had become restive 
under som e of Pom erene's questions 
replied with some heat:

Roosevelt denied that he had any
